M a d iso n , March 17—The Senate cham 
ber aud galleries were crowded to-ii’glifc 
by spectators attracted to bear the argu­ 
ments for aud against woman suffrage.

Senator 
McKeeby opened the debate in favor of 
the resolution. It was his maiden speech 
for the session, and he made au earnest 
appeal, speaking eloquently and forcibly. 
The justice of the proposition that woman 
is equal of man and therefore fully entitled 
to JLS many rights and privileges, was 
clearly demonstrated. Senator Burrows 
si toke against the resolution, lie cited 
Judge .Tonkins, United States District 
Attorney in Wyoming, as authority for 
tin* statement that woman suffrage in 
that Territory was a failure. He said 
that women themselves did uot recognize 
their ow n sex in choosing advisers refer­ 
ring to Queen Victoria, whose ministers

W a s h in g to n , D. C., March 17.—Tho 
pressure for office lilts been so great that 
Secretary 
Robert Lincoln 
hits been 
obliged to place himself behind a barrier 
of rules. Ho has issued an order in re­ 
gard to his official hours. From IO to I 
o’clock members of Congress and people 
uot connected with tho department it ill 
be received. From I to 3 o’clock heads 
of bureaus 
and officers 
of 
the 
department who have business with the 
secretary will be admitted. After 3 o’clock 
all will be excluded, aud officers of the 
department are requested not to call un­ 
less specially invited. The following or­ 
der issued by Secretary Lincoln is posted 
around about the war department: 
“ It uot being possible for the s cretary 
of war to hear personal applications for 
clerkships, etc., ho directs that uo person 
be admitted to see him for that purpose. 
Applicants will tile their papers with the 
chief clerk, who will submit them.” 
Secretary Lincoln has appointed Mr. 
Charles S. Sweet, of Chicago, as his pri­ 
vate secretary. Mr. Sweet arrived here 
last night, aud entered upon his duties. 
He has been iu Mr. Liucolu’s law office 
in Chicago for tho past five years, Tech­ 
nically, the secretary of war is not grant­ 
ed a private secretary, but be eau appoint 
a clerk and detail him for that service.

From the Pittsburg Telegraph. 
An accident occurred on Monday at 
Ramey, Clarion county, which proved to 
be one of the most extraordinary cases 
ever recorded in the history of surgery 
or medical or jurisprudence, James Gau- 
pell, a French Canadian, employed at 
Ramey’s mills, fell from a trestle about 
twelve feet to the ground. 
After recov­ 
ing from the shock resulting from the 
fall he was unable to move his head, and 
Dr. 
Edwards, 
attending 
physician, 
discovered 
that 
the 
neck was 
dislocated 
and 
some 
of 
the* 
bones broken; but it was evident that 
the spinal column had not been severed. 
The doctor reset and put the fractured 
neck iii position, and set about devising 
means to put it in place, until the broken 
bones and contused ligaments attain their 
normal condition. To this end a muslin 
bandage three inches wide was wrapped 
tightly around the neck, and to it were 
attached two lugs, one on either side. To 
these a rope wits fastened and run over a 
pully fixe ti to the ceiling of the room 
A bucket was suspendedlou the other 
end of Hie rope, aud in it were placed 
val ions weights, so that tho patient can 
id just the contrivance as ticcasion may 
require by simply reaching to the bucket 
md removing or adding one or two 
weights. Ho remains in a sitting posture 
md should any slight change of position 
occur the tension of the rope will still 
support tile weight of the head. With 
these appliances for his support, the un­ 
fortunate man will have to remain prac­ 
tically in the same position until the in­ 
jured parts become united or death ends 
the case*.

T h kue have been many books written 
on China from the time "of Abbe Hue to 
the present. 
But most of them have 
been too general to present any precise 
idea of the actual social conditions in 
that vast Empire. 
Recent official ob­ 
servation has. however, done much to 
clear away the mists which obscure real 
life. 
Most of the trades which we 
have are earned on in the Central 
Flowery Land. There are there the 
traditional “butcher, baker and candle- 
stickmaker.” 
But there is a peculiar- 
whieh is not found in civilization, 
e artist obtains no higher rewards 
than the ordinary craftsman. 
There 
appears to be a dead level for all who 
work w ith hand or finger. 
A master- 
workman in any of the trades in China 
gets $3 per week, or $156 per annum. 
But the workmen only get half that 
remuneration; $1.50 per week, or $78 
per annum, is the average rate, and it 
is not every w orkman who can obtain 
it. 
Youngsters or women get 50 cents 
per week, or $26 per annum. 
It will 
be observed that these are the wages 
paid in Hie higher walks of art and me­ 
chanics. 
There is only one class of 
operatives who are more handsomely 
rew arded. Gold and silversmiths do a 
little better. 
The silk reeler or spin­ 
ner some times gets from $1 to $2 nor 
day, because the siik has to be reeled 
oil the cocoons iii a given time, and as 
a consequence the work has to be pros­ 
ecuted day and night. Consul Denny,

I.) Press, is mating for his 
paper so nu: reminiscences of Washing­ 
ton life, from which we take the follow­ 
ing: “ Before this house (the one occu­ 
pied by Mr. Seward when he was at­ 
tacked by Payne/, for several years 
afterward, a sentry paced night and 
day, even when Mr. Seward had moved 
away and gono out of office.

building was once used as a club house, 
and from it Key had just issued when 
he was shot by Sickles. 
This lonely 
sentry, still at his post loin? after he 
had been forgotten at the War Depart­ 
ment, *and alloived to remain, I sup- 
c, because no one thought it was his 
utv bo relieve him, reminds me of sev­ 
eral similar incidents that are related 
in Washington. 
The Great Falls of the 
Potomac are about sixteen miles above 
Washington, and during the war there 
was a station for the collection of 
provisions for the army on the bank 
of the canal near these grand cataracts. 
Tho road between Washington and 
Great Falls was several times raided by 
the Confederates, and a block-house was 
erected by the Federals at a point three 
or four miles above Georgetown to 
prevent parties of rebels from passing 
up and down the road. 
At the close of 
the war the defenses about the capital 
were one after another deserted, but 
nobody soems to have remembered tho 
Corporal’s guard stationed out there on 
the Aqueduct road, and they remained 
on duty for a year or two. 
After they 
were relieved, the block-house was set 
on fire by tramps or boys, and only a 
few blackened posts now mark its site. 
A still more remarkable case was that 
discovered by General B. F. Butler 
about ten years ago. 
He was nosing 
around among tho appropriations one 
day, when he discovered an officer in 
the Capitol whose duties ho did not 
understand. 
He was 4 watching crypt.’ 
An investigation showed that many 
Sears ago it was pro{»osed to deposit tho 
ones of General George Washington 
beneath tho Capitol, and a c m * was 
prepared for that purpose.

So perfect is Mr. Fiskc in the art of 
steering that he can run his sled with­ 
in a hair’s breadth of a line, and he 
avows that with a single movement he 
can upset the sled in an instant, if it 
is necessary to avoid collision. As 
in danger of being 
killed in case Mr. Fiske upsets his sled 
when going at breakneck speed, he has 
not been able to carry his theory into , 
practice. One of the passengers on the 
trial trip, on Wednesday evening, si.id 
to the writer that it was his first expe­ 
rience, and would be his last. 
“It was 
a perfectly still night,” said he. 
“The 
hill descends steep, you know, a; first, j 
for about fifteen rods. As we began to 
descend that pitch we seemed to id 
floating in the air. There was no sound, 
we moved so swiftly. I didn’t think 
that we were goin^ fast. But in an 
instant a perfect gale was blowing; the 
road xvas a white mist; there was a con­ 
stant buzz in my cars.

that was on one side of the road. That 
was all I could see; the rest was all a 
blank, a while mist. I never expected 
to reach the foot of the hill alive. In a 
second, almost, we began to slow up, 
and in another I got off the sled for tho 
last time.” 
Mr. Fiske is about twenty-five years 
of age, slight and athletic, and is the 
son of a well-known physician here. 
His sled was made in Providence, and 
he brought it with him when he moved 
here three or four years ago. 
Its great 
speed was never developed until a few 
oars ago. It is called “ The Queen of 
orwicli.” The connecting plank is of 
three-inch seasoned white oak. It is 
strong enough to support five tons. 
It 
is shod with tine halt-round silver steel. 
Its cost was about fifty dollors. It is 
the sled that was used in a disastrous 
contest with the double-ripper of New 
London about this time of the month 
in 1877. Mr. Fiske steered his sled at 
that time and won the race without ac­ 
cident. The New London party, piloted 
bv Mr. Fred Allen, were unlucky. 
From the start nearly to the silk mill, 
which is about half way down the 
course, tho Norwich sled, which had 
started liehind, steadily gained. 
At 
the mill the sleds were neck and neck, 
and here Mr. Allen, confused by tho 
terrific speed or on account of his unfa­ 
miliarity with the way, made a wrong 
movement with his foot, and the next 
instant the sled aud its occupants were 
hurled against a lamp post and over the 
ground. 
All were picked up uncon­ 
scious. Some of them lay at the point 
of death for days; some were crippled 
for life. One man was partially disem- j 
boweled, aud the leg of another was ■ 
broken in two places.—Cor.

Coasting In Connecticut—An Exciting*, 
bat Dangerous Sport. 


N o r w i c h , C o n n ., is the coasting par­ 
adise of New England. It has more 
hills than old Rome, and most of them 
are twice as steep. 
It is impossible to 
go twenty rods in almost any direction 
in the old town without climbing. Since 
the snowfall of Christmas week the city 
has been surrendered on every evening 
soon after nightfall to the coasters. 
After dark it has been perilous to walk 
the streets, and there.Jiqpe'been acci­ 
dents to men, women,* boys and horses 
without number. On the various hills 
around Norwich, a spectator counted 
one evening last week nearly one thou­ 
sand sleds of every description, from 
the long pickerel double-ripper to the 
small boy’s tip-up and the home-made 
miniature ripper. 
In these sliding matches young anil 
old, male and 
female participated. 
Aged men and gray-haired matrons were 
often seen careering at railroad speed

S p e a k i n g of the evidences of glacial 
action in the Sierra, Mr. John Muir, 
the California geologist, says that to 
the non-scicntitic observer the most 
striking and attractive are the polished 
glacier pavements, because they are so 
beautiful, and their beauty is of so rare 
a kind, so unlike any portion of the 
loose, earthy lowlands where people 
make homes and earn their oread. 
The}’ are simply flat or gently undu­ 
lating areas of solid granite, which pre­ 
sent the 
unchanged 
surface upon 
which tho ancient glaciers flowed, and 
are found in the most perfect condi­ 
tion in the sub-alpine region, at ail el­ 
evation of from 8,UDO to 9,000 feet. 
Some are miles in extent, only slightly 
interrupted by s|#ots that have given 
way to tho weather, while the best- 
preserved portions are bright and stain­ 
less as the sky, reflecting the sunbeams 
like glass, and shining aa if polished 
afresh every day, notwithstanding they 
liavo been exposed to corroding rains, 
dew, frost and snow for thousands of 
years. The attention of the game- 
seeking and gold-seeking mountaineer 
is seldom commanded by other glacial 
phenomena, as moraines, however reg­ 
ular and artificial in form, or canyons, 
however deep, or strangely modeled 
rocks, however high and sheer; but 
when he conics to these bare pavements 
he stoops aud rubs his hand admiring­ 
ly on their shining surface, and tries 
hard to account for their mysterious 
smoothness and brilliancy, lie may 
have seen the winter avalanches of 
snow’ descending in awful 
majesty

expensive double sled. 
Tile double ripper is a late invention 
of Young America, but is familiar to 
country people. Its relation to the or­ 
dinary sled is that of the ice-boat to the 
skate in point of speed. It is formed 
by yoking up two burge sleds tandem, 
and joining them with a narrow oaken 
plana. The pilot sits on the prow of 
the plank, and steers the front sled with 
a foot tiller. The ripper is made large 
or small to suit the plan of its pronrie 
tor. Norwich and New London halave 
long vied in the development of double­ 
ripper architecture, and they look upon 
the coasting men of the west of New 
England as simply amateurs. In the 
course of the past five winters they have 
developed coasting into a sport as dis­ 
tinctive as that of yachting or horse 
racing. They have their peculiar mod­ 
els for building and their peculiar terms 
to describe features of the sport. They 
have undoubtedly attained rates of speed 
unequaled anywhere else, and fearlessly 
take risks that would appal tyros. Each 
winter New London sends her liveliest 
double-ripper and her favorite riders ! 
to Norwich on a January evening j 
to compete for the championship of the I 
season. The sleds that are used in j 
these matches are great structures that | 
will seat eighteen to thirty men. The 
place chosen for the contest is Fox’s 
nill, in Preston, a populous suburban 
village just across tho Shetucket River. 
Its summit is a mile distant from Hie 
river. It is the highest point of land, 
with the exception of Taunton Hill, 
along the Connecticut seaboard. It is 
a Titan among the other eminences 
around Norwich. The slide is three- 
quarters of a mile long, and when the 
icy track is unusually smooth and solid 
the best double rippers have gone 
across the bridge into the city. The 
usual stopping point is an old watering 
trough, a quarter of a mile from the 
bridge. 
Fox’s Hill has been thronged with 
coasters all this season, and some fair 
time has been made. On last Wednes­ 
day evening Charles S. Fiske’s double­ 
ripper, which for three years has been 
accounted the fastest sled in Connecti­ 
cut, was timed by two timekeepers, one 
at the foot and the other at the top of 
the hill, with accurate chronometers. 
The track was by no means in first-class 
condition. The sled bore twelve men, 
with Mr. Fiske, who is the most expert 
steerer in Eastern Connecticut, at the 
front The descent to the watering- 
t rough, three-quarters, of a mile, was 
made in a fraction less than forty-five 
seconds. On the double-ripper no one 
s allowed to move his feet from the 
out supports along the plank; he isen- 
to keep perfectly still, as the 


trees that stood in their way like slen­ 
der weeds, but concludes that this can­ 
not be the work of avalanches, because 
tile scratches and fine polished striae 
show that the agent, whatever it was, 
moved along and up over the rocks as 
well as downward.

farm in Illinois, with an occasional visit 
to his relatives in this county, he having 
two brothers living in the town of Har­ 
mony. He has also two brothers mid a 
sister in tile far west, and his parents are 
living in Kansas. It has been some time 
since he lias visited here, but yesterday 
afteni(M>n lie appeared in Janesville, and 
started out on foot for Harmony, and in­ 
stead of going to his brother’s he went 
to the home of Mrs. Stevens, with whose 
son ho hail been on very friendly terms. 
He appeared very melancholy, and had 
little to say, aud on being seated at the 
tea 
table 
manifested 
no 
appetite, 
ho 
seeming 
content 
to 
sit and 
think in a strange sort of a way, but as 
lie had been much given to spells of m el­ 
ancholy, the family were not alarmed 
particularly. 
About 8 o’clock in the evening he step­ 
ped out of the house, aud not returning, 
some of the family stepped to the door 
to see what had become of him. To their 
horror they fouud him lying upon the 
step, and in a stupor. 
They tried to get 
him to speak, and not beiug able to get 
a word from him, lifted him up and cur­ 
ried him into the house. 
After laying him upon a bed, Mrs. 
Stevens’ son succeeded in arousing him 
sufficiently to get somo questions an­ 
swered, to the effect that he had taken 
poison, but he refused to tell what lead 
him to do so. 
Tho son gave him some 
simple home remedies, as antidotes, and 
then hurried to this city, and got Dr. 
Loomis, who on arriving at the house, 
which is about a wilo beyond Mount 
Zion, found the young man unconscious, 
aud evidently sinking rapidly. A two­ 
ol! nee bottle showed about half an ounce 
remaining iii it of 
laudanum 
and 
chloroform 
mixed, 
and 
it 
bear­ 
ing tho label of O. L. Woodward, the 
Clinton druggist, it is thought that he 
must have got the laittle on his way here, 
and swallowed probably an ounce and a 
half of its contents. 
Every effort to save the young man 
seemed in vain, and he could not be 
roused sufficiently even to answer ques­ 
tions, lying in a profound stupor, and life 
growing fainter and fainter, with no hope 
for recovery, and in this condition he 


w .ls still lingering this forenoon with no 
prospects for his living tlirough^hMlay. 
There seems s.*me doubt as 
ho- 
tive for the deed. His brothers say that 
he has been a victim of melancholy for 
years, and though he had reached 
but 
the 
age 
of 
thirty 
he 
has 
on 
five 
different 
times 
before sought to end his own life. He 
had been married, but his wife had died, 
leaving one child. Since his "wife’s death 
he has been much moro melancholy than 
before, and it is thought that his mind 
was affected. 
It is reported as another reason, that 
he had fallen in love with a young lady 
in Harmony, and that not finding his 
affections reciprocated, this had increas 
oil his melancholy, and had led him t< 
this sixth attempt at self-destruction. He 
was a quiet, industrious young man, bu: 
is said to have shown by business plan­ 
nings as well as by his several attempts 
at suicide, that his mind was unbalanced 
His parents are said to be aged aud his 
mother particularly quite feeble, and the 
blow will fall upon them with such heav­ 
iness as will call forth tho sympathy < 
all. 
It seems that in his previous attempts 
to commit suicide, poison, and especially 
laudanum has been his favorite means. 
Al Hint two years ago, while here with 
friends, lie took about two ounces of 
laudanum, which was successfully pump­ 
ed ont of him. and in less than two mouths 
afterwards, lie made another attempt 
while in Green county. It hasbeen hint­ 
ed that on several of these occasions the 
attempts have been more for a scare than 
for real purposes of self-destruction, 
and that he had not taken as much as he 
claimed to have taken. At all events his 
mind seems to have been in a strangely 
unbalanced condition for years.
